Proper care of the teeth by children 
would often result In a marked im- 
provement in their studies.

PEACE IN MEXICO. 


Finally adequate guarantees of peace have come to 


Mexico. 
President Diaz and Vice President Corral 


have given definite promise to resign and have fixed 
a date for the retirement that has been forced upon 
them by political conditions in the republic. Since the 


of General Diaz was the underlying 


stipulation of all the rebel proposals for peace there 
can no longer be doubt that the war's end has come 
and that domestic trahquility will soon be the por- 
tion of the Mexican people. 
Already arrangements 


• 
are under way to reform the election laws in such wise 
as may insure an expression of the popular will and so 
give to the people of the republic the first opportunity 
in many years; if not in their history to go to the polls 
•and make uncoerced choice of a national ruler. 
It is 


• fortunate for Mexico that the leader of the revolution 


is a man of approved ideals and rational principles. 
Throughout the insurrection he has shown himself 
moderate in purpose and normal in effort. That he 
has admirable force of character had impressive il- 
lijstration at Juarez where he maintained control of a 


..-'situation that carried grave threat of disaster to the 


revolutionary cause and of indescribable woe for the 
people. It is infinitely a happy circumstance that the 
peace which has come issues from compromise and 
not from hard necessity of condition borne'by either 
belligerent. The reconstructed government will be a 
coalition of the Diaz element and the revolutionary 
faction. 
Together they ought to be able to pursue 


a well guided and happily moderated course that will 
bring the reforms desired and at the same time inflict 
no disturbance upon industry and commerce in the 
countrv. 


FOR A MODEL NATIONAL CITY. 
. 


(Kansas City Star.) 


The report of Victor Berger, the socialist congressman 


from Milwaukee, against extravagance In the national cap- 
ital and charging that the city Is in the grasp of a real es- 
tate trust, is only a part of a well organized movement of 
the progressives of all parties in the present congress to 
break up the old politcal order that has had control of the 
national capital for many years. LaFollette, Brlstow and 
Works in the senate; Berger, Akin of New York, and Burle- 
son of Texas and others in the house are in the movement 
to introduce modern Ideas into the conduct of the national 
capital. 
: 


The purpose of the progressives is twofold. 
First, to 


overthrow a political system that s charged with extrava- 
gance and,waste, and that is accused of responsibility for 
corrupt practices and of using the government of'the Dis- 
trict of Columbia for taking care of political friends. Sec- 
ond, for putting into operation reform ideas in municipal 
government as an example for the other large cities of the 
country in the solution of big municipal problems. 


The most powerful figure in the control of Washington 


now and for several years past is Senator Gallinger, of New 
Hampshire, by virtue of his'position as chairman of the 
senate committee on the District of Columbia. In making 
up the senate committee at this session Mr. Gallinger re- 
tained his old position and associated with him the follow- 
ing well known standpat republicans: Dillingham, of Ver- 
mont: Curtis, of Kansas; Jones, of Washington; Oliver, of 
Pennsylvania, and Lorimer, of Illinois. Works, of Califor- 
nia, and Kenyon, or Iowa, are the progressive republicans 
on the committee. Of the democrats, Martin, of Virginia: 
Paynter. of Kentucky; Johnston, of Alabama, and Smith, of 
Maryland, are classed with the reactionaries. Pomerene, 
of Ohio, and Lea, of Tennessee, are progressives. Four of 
the fourteen are senators who favor modern ideas, but the 
other ten are of the ultra standpat group. 


One the house committee Berger and Henry George, jr., 


of New York, are aggressively progressive, but the majority 
of th house committee would favor conservative changes in 
the government of the city. The progressives have started 
their fight in order to create a public sentiment that will 
overthrow the Gallinger influence in the next congress and 
give reform measures a chance in the future rather than 
with any hope of results under present conditions. 


LaFollette is pushing a measure for the control of the 


public utilities corporations, an exact copy of the model 
Wisconsin law on that subject, so far as it can be made ap- 
plicable to Washington. Bristow wants the direct primary 
plan in operation for the election of delegates to national 
conventions and the election of national committeemen. to- 
gether with a direct vote on candidates for president. 
Works favors a model universal transfer system on street 
cars, together with a car routing that will provide for an 
exemplary car service, while Berger and George are inter- 
ested in a solution of the tax problem and in better condi- 
tions tor laboring men. 


All these plans are for the purpose of making the..capital 


city an "experiment station" for the working out of the civic 
problems that are perplexing municipalities everywhere. 
The national government pays one-half the expense of op- 
erating the city government and the reformers insist that 
Washngton can be governed under the conditions they pro- 
pose at a great financial saving to the national treasury and 
to the citizens there, as well as with tremendous profit to 
the nation in an educational way.

The news from Washington is not reassuring as to

•The committee on finance is openly hostile to it and 
takes no pains in the course of the hearings to con- 
ceal its sentiments. The standpat republicans

democrats are against it. In short, the fate of the bill 
is in doubt, with the prospect favoring its defeat.
